Cherry Sheet Losses 
A Jolt To Tax Rate 


Efforts of local officials and 
voters at town meeting to keep 
the amount of Andover’s tax rate 
increase down this year at town 
meeting, have been overshadowed 
by the cost of state and county 
government. 

Cherry sheet figures, the amount 
of assessment to cities and towns 
for state and county costs, as 
well as a decrease in disburse- 
ments to the town, has resulted 
in an increased cost to the town 
of $159, 453.97. 

This represents about $1 of the 
1971 tax rate. 

The town meeting action had 
forecast an increase of about $1, 
but the cherry sheet figures will 
apparently have an additional ef- 
fect. 

Town Manager J. Maynard 
Austin said Wednesday that the 
additional costs would affect the 
tax rate picture, but the amount 
of increase could not be estimated 
at this time. There are still some 
assessors work ‘to be done prior 
to establishing the 1971 rate. 

The manager did say, however, 
that the increased cherry sheet 
figures would have to be raised 
by taxation. 

Andover was one of about 100 
communities to be hit by the lower 
reimbursements. Most of the 352 
towns and cities received in- 
creases in their annual returns 
from the state. 

The manager pointed out that 
the legislature has yet to act ona 
tax package which would aid cities 


and towns. 
The Massachusetts League of 


Cities and Towns has drawn up 
figures relative to receipts for 
communities if a one percent sales 
tax increase were approved by the 
legislature. 

Austin said that under that plan, 
Andover would receive $151,855 on 
a full year basis. 

If such a bill were passed, the 
town would receive only a pro- 
porticnate amount this year. 

The legislature, incidently went 
on vacation Wednesday without 
taking action on a tax plan. 

The manager pointed out that 
even if the sales tax package, 
or other tax plans were approved 
to provide relief for cities and 
towns, there still would be a net 
effect on the local tax rate this 
year through the increases re- 
flected on the Cherry sheet.

of four federally-supported pro- 
grams. 

This advice came from Harold 
Putnam, Regional Director of the 
U.S. Department of Health, Educa- 
tion, and Welfare (HEW). 

A student who needs financial 
assistance should apply to the 
financial aid officer at the college 
of his choice for any help for 
which he may be eligible. 

The four major federally sup- 
ported programs, available for 
students in any field of study are: 

The National Defense Student 
Loan Program, the College Work- 
Study Program, the Educational 
Opportunity Grants Program, and 
the Guaranteed Loan Program. 

An undergraduate student may 
borrow up to $1,000 each academic 
year to a total of $5,000. Grad- 
uate students may borrow as much 
as $2,500 a year. The maximum 
for both graduate and undergrad- 
uate education is $10,000. Repay- 
ment and interest do not begin until 
after the student has ended his 
studies and may be extended over 
a 10-year period. Borrowers who 
become teachers may have all or 
part of their debt canceled. 

Students may work for their col- 
lege in dining halls, laboratories, 
or libraries, or in any job that 
advances the purposes of the col- 
lege. Or they may work off- 
campus in publicor jobs in health, 
education, welfare or recreation. 


Generally, students may work an 
average of 15 hours a week while 
attending classes full time and 40 
hours a week during summer or 
other vacation periods. 


Under this program, students 
in post secondary schools, which 
includes vocational schools, 
borrow directly from their bank, 
credit union, savings and loan 
association, or other eligible 
lender. 

If a student’s adjusted family 
income is less than $15,000 a 
year, the federal government pays 
the entire interest (7 percent) dur- 
ing his school years and all the 
interest during the repayment 
period, which begins 9 months to 
a year after studies are term!- 
nated and may extend up to 10 
years. 

Lenders are protected against 
loss by a state agency, a private 
nonprofit agency designated by the 
state, or by the federal govern- 
ment.

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Math Program Praised 


High school math teacher 
Douglas Walshe last week reported 
on the success of this year’s new 
teachers’ inservice program, 


which has involved 377 of the 390 
teachers in the system. 

The report drew praise from the 
school committee, Dr. Richard A. 
Katz noting that while a new pro- 
gram cannot be fully evaluated 
after just one year, ‘‘the partici- 
pation is fantastic.”’ 

The inservice program was set 
up last fall as part of the con- 
tractural agreement betweenthe 
teachers and the town, in order, in 
Walshe’s words, ‘‘to allow the 
educational system to improve 
from within, and to provide amore 
cohesive atmosphere for teachers 
and students and administrators.”’ 
It is an alternative, and an im- 
provement, inadministrationeyes, 
to the three hours of ‘‘profes- 
sional improvement”’ college 
courses formerly required of 
teachers at certain intervals, to 
qualify for step salary increases. 
College courses still qualify, 
particularly in the case of teachers 
seeking higher degrees, but the 
inservice projects, was the over- 
whelming choice of the teachers 
this year. A teacher’s inservice 
program was an early proposal of 
Superintendent Ur. Kenneth R. 
Seifert as a means of giving 
teachers initiative and choice in 
planning professional improve- 
ment for themselves that also 
brings direct benefit to the An- 
dover school system. 

This first year’s 53 inservice 
projects ranged from a Human 
Relations Seminar, suggested by 
teacher Robert Carroll, through 
a marine biology project by 
Jerome Lake, to retiring 
Physical Education Director 
Donald Dunn’s project to establish 
physical fitness models for school 
children. 

Walshe noted that. the teachers 


participating in the Human Rela- | 


tions Seminar reported they found 
it personally and professionally 
helpful, that the marine hiology 
project has kecome an extra 
lunch-hour class taught by Lake, 
with field trips and a valid labora- 
tory setup. The superintendent 
has told the YOWNSMAN that 
Dunn’s project to set up physical 
fitness models, and test ele- 
mentary children against them, 
is now an important part of the 
phy sical education program. 
Seifert said it had already resulted 
in identifying children with weak- 


lie

nesses in coordination or specific 
skills, and later helping them to 
improve their physical abilities 
with extra instructional help. 
These are examples of the variety 
of inservice projects carried out 
this year, Walshe said. 

Each project has to be approved 
for potential credit by the In- 
service Advisory Committee, with 
the basic criteria for approval 
being that the project must imply 
a value to the Andover school 
system. An evaluating committee, 
chaired by Assistant Superin- 
tendent Vaughn I. Clapp, deter- 
mines if the project has carried 
out its purpose and the amount of 
credit toward step increases. In 
response to Committeeman Frank 
Griggs’ question, on how to be 
sure the results of the project 
get fed back to the system, Walshe 
pointed out that the evaluating 
committee also is responsible for 
recommendations to continue a 
project another year, and for wide- 
scale adoption of the results. 

Frank Bianco gave a report on 
the Deerjump Title I summer camp 
program for children who are 
determined to need its benefits by a 
number of economic, physical, or 
several other criteria, The stu- 
dent population of this program 
will go up 50 percent this year, 
although Bianco said he would be 
turning down many of the 300 An- 
dover children who would be 
eligible candidates. Title I federal 
funds underwrite this program and 
the Early Childhood Program, both 
to be run at Rancroft School this 
summer.

The historic Stevens- Coolidge 
Place on Andover Street, North 
Andover, is open for the season. 


The gardens, a highlight of the 
property, are bright with color.

John Stevens in 1645, the Stevens- 
Coolidge Place celebrates a proud 
tradition of eight generations of 
family ownership. 

Today it combines the rural 
charm of a New England farm with 
the formality and comfort of 
modern country living. On its 89 
acres, sweeping green lawns blend 
into rich pasture land. Flowering 
dogwood shade a _ sun-warmed 
garden of fuchsia, agapanthus and 
climbing roses enclosed with 
granite walls. Colorful peren- 
nials blend gaily with thyme, mar- 
joram and other herbs. And op- 
posite the kitchen garden, a ser- 
pentine wall shelters an exquisite 
display of ornamental parterre 
while tall Alberta spruce stand 
like sentries at its gates.

Dangers Of Heat Explained 


The extreme heat of a sultry 
summer day can mean more than 
just an inconvenience to the elderly 
heart patient. 

On the basis of a study done at 
Tulane University School of Medi- 
cine, the Northeast C hapter, Mass- 
achusetts Heart Association is 
urging that heart patients (and 
their families) be made aware 
of the dangers of heat and humid- 
ity to their health as well as how 
to cope with them. 

The study showed that extreme 
heat, as well as extreme cold, 
results in an increased death rate 
to those already suffering from 
cardiovascular or related 
diseases. 

In addition, the doctors who 
conducted the study -- Drs. George 
E, Burch and Thomas D. Giles -- 
emphasized that the condition of 
a patient with any type of heart 
disease, or any symptoms related 
to a lack of blood supply to the 
heart, is made worse by a hot and 
humid environment. 

When the temperature rises, 
it is the job of the cardiovascular 


Summer Pops 


At Castle 


The Hammond Castle, 80 Hes- 
perus Avenue, Gloucester, off 
route 127, will present well-known 
organist, Kenneth Wilson, in 
a Summer Pops program on Satur- 
day, July 10 at 8:30 p.m. 


Mr. Wilson graduated from the 
New [England Conservatory of 
Music where he studied with Homer 
C. Humphrey. He was a student 
also in Paris, France, with the 
late Joseph Bonnet. It is in- 
teresting to recall that Mr. Bonnet 
in his memoirs, referred to the 
Hammond Museum organ as the 
finest on which he had ever per- 
formed. 


The Great Organ of the 
Hammond Museum was designedby 
famous inventor, John Hays Ham- 
mond, Jr., builder and former 
owner of the Hammond Museum. 
The organ console with over ten 
thousand pipes is surrounded by 
a 15th century gold screen which 
came from Lubeck, Germany, 
where Bach often played when he 
visited his friend, Buxtehude. The 
magnificent pipe organ with four 
manuals, a floating baroque sec- 
tion and 144 stops, cost over 
$250,000.00 to build. 


Mr. Wilson’s program includes 
music by Gordon Young, Maurice 
Jarre, Monterde, Leroy Ander- 
son, Richard Rodgers, Calleja, 
Rossini, Puccini, Edvard Grieg, 
Mancini and Alfred Newman.

Dangers Of Heat Explained 


The extreme heat of a sultry 
summer day can mean more than 
just an inconvenience to the elderly 
heart patient. 

On the basis of a study done at 
Tulane University School of Medi- 
cine, the Northeast C hapter, Mass- 
achusetts Heart Association is 
urging that heart patients (and 
their families) be made aware 
of the dangers of heat and humid- 
ity to their health as well as how 
to cope with them. 

The study showed that extreme 
heat, as well as extreme cold, 
results in an increased death rate 
to those already suffering from 
cardiovascular or related 
diseases. 

In addition, the doctors who 
conducted the study -- Drs. George 
E. Burch and Thomas D. Giles -- 
emphasized that the condition of 
a patient with any type of heart 
disease, or any symptoms related 
to a lack of blood supply to the 
heart, is made worse by a hot and 
humid environment.

Wins Summer Scholarship 


A sixteen year old jumor at 
Andover High School who taught 
himself to use the computer termi- 
nal at the high school, has won a 
summer scholarship to study math 
and computer science at Stevens 
Institute of Technology onthe basis 
of his accomplishments. 

Larry Campbell, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. David Campbell, 148 Shaw- 
sheen Road, will use the 
scholar ship to study advanced mod- 
ern mathematics and computer 
science for six weeks, starting 
June 27, at the Stevens campus 
in Hoboken, N.J. The course is 
sponsored by the National Science 
Foundation, and directed by Dr.

Math Department head James 
Murphy said that C ampbell studied 
language and theory last spring 
under Douglas Walshe, but this 
was before the high school had a 
computer terminal.
